EDMONTON REPORT

EDMONTON: James Harper 

Prowse, leader of the Liberal par¬ 
ty i:i Alberta and leader of the op- 
• position in the legislature, was in 
southern Alberta on organization¬ 
al work last week when unexpect¬ 
ed reports were published of plans 
to replace him at the party helm. 

There were immediate denials 
from party officials and from Ed¬ 
monton’s Mayor William Hawrelak 
who, reports said, is the man tout¬ 
ed as Mr. Prowse’s replacement. 
The 41-year-old Liberal leader 
simply said he has do intentions of 
iftiitting. 

Rumors that Mr. Prowse’s ten. 
ure of leadership, which started in 
1947, might be challenged before 
the next provincial election have 
been rippling beneath the surface 
for several months. 

Last week's published reports 
were the firs’, public acknowledge¬ 
ment of the proposals of some in 
tiie party organization. How many 
active Liberals support the sug¬ 
gested change, or any change, is 
not' apparent,. As the week ende d, 
the Young Liberal Association in 
Edmonton passed resolutions affir¬ 
ming support of Mr. Prowse and 
these were forwarded to Ottawa. 

The youth group of the party 
was prepared to blame Social Cre- 
(iiters for starting the rumors but 
they date back further than last 
week’s reports. 

Reasons for discontent could 
1 stem from the party’s failure to 
make any major gains in the last 
provincial election. Prior to the 
1952 provincial contest, three Lib¬ 
erals sat in the legislature and on¬ 
ly one was adde*''tw the election. 

'1 he parly also lost obVtd^JKe Con 
servatives in the by-efcet*on^aT' 
Red Deer just before this year’s 
legislative session. 

Mi - . Hawrelak nas been promin¬ 
ent in the party for some time, if 
not publicly, at least behind the 
scenes. His name was mentioned 
frequently as a possible Liberal 
candidate in the Edmonton East 
or Edmonton Strathcona ridings in 
the last federal election. At that 
time he told those who asked him 
of the possibilities, that he was 
more interested in his mayoralty 
job. 

He still has 18 mohths to com¬ 
plete his term as the capital city’s 
chief magistrate but that would 
make hini free to contest the next 
provincial election, probably in 
1956. 

Any change in leadership will 
not occur, at any rate, before the 
next provincial Liberal convention 
scheduled for the fall. 

Said Mr. Prowse: "The Liberals 
in Aliberta have, and will continue 
to have, the right and opportunity 
ci deciding who their leader should 
be at every annual convention. 
Meanwhile we shall continue our 
organizational work.”

Wet weather last week may not 
have been good for farmers trying 
to plant c ops or urban* residents 
wanting to put in gardens, but it 
was good for television reception. 

An Edmonton radio shop (or ra¬ 
dio and television as such firms de¬ 
signate themselves these days), re¬ 
ported "freak” TV reception from 


and Green Bay, Wisconsin. 

It is freak reception. It hap¬ 
pens infrequently and only when 
weather conditioiis are right, 
which means lots of moisture in 
the air. The dampness promotes 
what is known in the trade as 
"skip”,'which means the atmos¬ 
pheric conditions cause the pict¬ 
ures to be relayed over long dist¬ 
ances. 

tt is not a thing which can be 
depended on and certainly is not a 
basis for buying a television set. 

There have been many TV sets 
sold in Alberta and the rate of 
purchase is increasing as plans for 
TV broadcasting this fall progress 
in Edmonton and Calgary. 

It has been stated that the range 
of TV stations in the two cities 
will be about 100 miles. Again, re¬ 
ception may be picked up beyond 
that distance when atmospheric 
conditions are right. 

Why anyone as far north as Yel 
low-knife would have a'TV set is a 
mystery. But someone has and a 
recent report states that on more 
than one occasion programs have 
been received from U.S. TV stat¬ 
ions. 

At an address here last week, G. 
H. A. Rice, manager of CFRN, 
which has received permission to 
establish a TV station in Edmon¬ 
ton. said in the early stages there 
will be. only a limited choice of 
programs.. There are no plans to 
televise sports attractions as they

Generally Completed

Cool, cloudy weather with scat¬ 
tered showers prevailed the first 
few days of this week but the sun 
broke through Wednesday after¬ 
noon and warmer weather appear¬ 
ed likely for the remainder of the 
week. , ^ 

Seeding is practically completed 
in the Vulcan County area except 
for some small acreages of flax 
and barley. Ibis contrasts favor¬ 
ably with the area norih of Cal¬ 
gary where heavy rains have held 
up seeding this spring and very lit 
tie acreage has been sown as yet. 

Rains this past two weeks have 
been very spotty, with some areas 
now having enough moisture to 
last until the middle of the month 
and other areas, particularly in the 
eastern pan of the county, fairly 
dry. In Vulcan records kept by Er- 
rett King show precipitation here 
during the month Of May to be 
1.24 inches and in the first two 
days of this month to be .23. 

There nas been little if any re¬ 
duction in wheat acreage in this 
aiea this spring. 

happen during the first winter of 
operation.

If last week’s $14,829,868, the 
government reaped for oil and nat 
ural gas leases and exploration 
rights did not top the record $31,- 
675,042 set in January, it still is al¬ 
most $7,000,000 more 1 han was re¬ 
ceived in the largest sale last year. 

The to.al of the two sales this 
year, $16,504,910, is far greater 
than the slightly -more than $20,- 
TX’tliXK) received throughout the 
whole of last year. 

Last week’s sale showed that oil 
companies are interested in 
ploring ever-widening fields. Des¬ 
pite’ continuing interest in the big 
Pembina field, west Of Edmonton, 
there was considerable bidding for 
leases and rights in the Sturgeon 
Lake and Swan Hills areas, north¬ 
west of Edmonton. The largest 
single price paid was for a parcel 
in the Sturgeon Lake 1 field, just 
east of Grande Prairie. The Swan 
Hills are about 100 miles north¬ 
west of Edmonton. 


A lot of Alberta garagemen will 
think twice before doing too-hasty 
a job of inspecting cars for provin 
cial safely stickers after th^ recent 
announcement by E. R. Hughes, 
deputy provincial secretary, that 
five garages have lost their au¬ 
thority to make the inspections. 

Not that there are many who 
are not doing a proper job, but as 
Mr Hughes observed: "Among a 
couple of thousand service stat¬ 
ions there are hound to be a few 
that are not trustworthy.” 

How does the department know 
when a garage is not performing 
the tests to a certain standard? 
Sometimes department inspectors 
are on the scene when an approval 
certificate is issued with but a cur 
sory examination. 

Another check involves a depart¬ 
mental system of requiring all the 
applications for safety stickers to 
be relayed to the department wilh 


a notation by the inspecting garage 
as to whether the applications 
were approved or rejected. Take 
the case of a rejection. If a short 
while later an application for the 
same car is approved by a differ¬ 
ent garage an inspector my inves¬ 
tigate to see if the reasons for the 
first rejection have been corrected. 
, If they nave not. the department 
has a good case for cancelling the 
second gaiage’s testing authority. 

The garageman has a good 1 rea¬ 
son for wanting to retain that au¬ 
thority. A motorist asking to have 
his car tes'ed for his annual safety 
sticker gmtl finding that the gar¬ 
age has no; the authority to do the 
testing, may decide that if the gar 
age is not good enough for the 
government’s program it is not 
Rood enough to work on his car.

The May meetings of the County 
Council, School Committee and 
Municipal Committee of the Vul¬ 
can County were held last week at 
the later date due to the Council¬ 
lors being busy with seeding. 

At the School Committee meet¬ 
ing held on Wednesday, May 26, 
routine business principally was 
transacted. School Committee mem 
bers discussed at some - length the 
problem being faced at the Milo 
school owing lo the sewage dispos 
al field being saturated. Mr. Met-chi 
the arehitect, was present at the 
meeting and has taken this matter 
under advisement. 

Correspondence from the Depart¬ 
ment of Education to the eifeo! 
-that the County would meet wilh 
the Foothills School Division and 
the Taber School Division to ad¬ 
just the settlement of assets and 
l.nbilities owing to the transfer of 
the additional territory into the 
C ounty, was read.

To Get Vaccine 
Tor Poliomeyelitis 


received an offyr from the Depart 
ment of Public Health of a supply, 
of the Salk Vaccine for poliomyel¬ 
itis. The amount they could let us 
have would be sufficient for 300 
children, to be given to school 
grades 1, 2 and 3. This vaccine is, 
of course, s’,iH under trial but has 
been used extensively in the Unit¬ 
ed States with no serious reactiops 

The method of administration 
would be by Injection and consists 
of three doses, the second dose be¬ 
ing given one week after the first. 
and four weeks between the second 
nnd third doses.. 

One condition of receiving these 
injections would be that six of the 
children receiving the vaccine 
would be required to have blood 
samples taken before the innocul- 
ations and alter receiving the ser¬ 
ies. 

This vaccine .should not be con¬ 
fused with Gamma Globulin. The 
protection afforded hy Gamma 
Globulin is only maintained bet¬ 
ween the period of two to five 
weeks after administration, where¬ 
as the immunity of the Salk vac¬ 
cine should be at least a matter of 
years. 

Certainly as the amount of vac¬ 
cine is limited we will be unable to 
vaccinate every child. Further- in¬ 
formation will be made known to 
the parents of children in grades 1 
2 and 3. when we receive supplies 
of the SaU vaccine from the De¬ 
partment of Health.

Results of Farm Mechanization 

The mechanization of agriculture in Canada has 
been proceeding at a rapid rate over the past quarter 
of a century. This trend has brought great changes in 
the farming picture. 

In the prairie provinces of Canada, between 1931 
and 1951, the investment in farm machinery increased 
from $356 millions to $1,147,448,000. Between 1941 
and 1946, when acreage remained almost constant, 
about 24,000 workers left the farms in the prairie re¬ 
gions. 

Mechanization of agriculture has brought about a 
steady increase in the size of farms in Manitoba, Sask¬ 
atchewan and Alberta, and particularly the latter two 
provinces. The average size of Saskatchewan farms is 
now 550 acres and in Alberta 535 acres. The number

After four years testing 
at the Experimental sub-station, 
Fort Vermillion, J. A. Newman 
says the following rates per acre 
have shown the highest yields, 
Saunders Wheat 1 bushel, Beaver 
of this Oats; 3 bushels and Olli, Barley, 2 
Machine bushels. In all cases heavier seed- 
ings have shown lower yields but 
have also hastened maturity by 
one to two days. This period how¬ 
ever is scarcely sufficient to war¬ 
rant heavier seeding. The lighter 
seedings show' a larger period to 
maturity and were also lower yield 
ers. Lighter seedings than those 
quoted would also encourage more 
severe weed competition. In areas 
of low precipitation especially, 
heavier seedings would be unde¬ 
sirable from a standpoint of insuf¬ 
ficient moisture for the greater 
number of plants. 

Results from two years testing 
of Redwing flax seeded at 10,20, 
30, 40, and 50 pourtds per acre 
show the 20 pound rate to be the 
most satisfactory This seeding 
produced,the highest yield and was 
only two (jays later maturing than 
the 50 pound seeding which matur¬ 
ed the earliest of the group. 

All rates quoted are based on 
clean seed with approximately 90 
per cent germination and would 
r.ot necessarily apply where a low¬ 
er quality seed is used. By closer 
observation of seeding rates, grow- 
t rs may be able to ^ reduce the 
amount of seed used without af¬ 
fecting yield or where light seed¬ 
ing is in practice can Increase - their

What has happened to the horse population is sad 
to relate. On all Canadian farms in 1926 there were 
3,361,000 horses. The truck, tractor and car have tak¬ 
en Dobbin’s place to such an extent that in 1953 there 
were only 1,096,200 horses on Canadian farms, and 
most of the farms using horses were in Eastern Can¬ 
ada. There are many farms in Alberta on which there 
are no horses at all. Thousands of young farmers have 
no knowledge of how to harness and care for a team 
of horses, and have no intention of learning! 

While farm mechanization has cut the costs of oper¬ 
ation, it has entailed a huge investment in machinery, 
decreased the farm population and brought about an 
enlargement of farms. The neighborliness and coziness 
of the denser settlement of a generation ago have gone.
